Voters who wish to “scratch the ticket,”
ms the old phraseology would have it, or
1o wvote for certain candidates of one
party and others of another party, as well
ss those who wish to vore for the minor
parties whose nominations are by nomina-
ticn papers, have a more prolonged task.
They must look up and mark each indi-

7idual name they wish to wvote for. In
oting for candidates of the People's, Pro-
ibitionist or Soclalist parties this work is
uplified by the fact that each party has
slumn to itself; in such cases every
€ guust, be ed even o vote the
traight ticket, Also, if a voter desires
to split his wvote he must mark
every name for which he wishes to vote
To mark the party name under the im-
pression that this will be a vote for all the
candidates, except where the candidate
for the other party is voted for, would be
elmply throwing away the vote except for
those eandidates whose individual names
are marked. But a voter can split his
vote in one group by marking ail the in-
dividusl npames and vote a straight party
ticket on the other groups by marking the
party name.

The most arduons task of all is for the
woter who wishes to vote for men whose
names are not on the official ballot and
will therefore have to write them out.
B ch cases will be s0 rare in this
eleftion as to form no appreciable factor,
much comment need not be wasted on
them st present

IMPARTIALITY NECESSARY,

A DEMOCRATIC CONFESSION,

There is a very remarkable confession
in the Democratic outery against permit-
ting the United States Marshals in New
York to make arrests for attempts at il-
legal voting. The Democratic organs
with one voice raise the shout that this
must not be, becanse the power to make
such arrests will “intimidate’ voters and
make them stay away from the polls,

The assertion that the New York Tam-
manyite is of that shrinking and fearful
nature thut he will avoid the polls for fear
of arrests for which there are no good
reasons is a pathefic one; bat it fails to
reach the public confidence. If thisis the
case the Democracy must lose their time-
worn title of the “anterrified” and accept
instesd the new adjective of the frightened.
But we think New York Democrats are
not 5o timid as that. They know that if
one of them is arrested without reason
they bave their civil remedy. Conse-
quently we shall expect to see the mass of
legally qualified Democratic voters in New
York casting their regular and straight
ticket.

But the Democratic assertion of “in-
timidation" may bave a foundation in the
case of another class The repeaters, the
colonized wvoters, and the ballot-box
manipulators may quite p ssibly be in-
timidated by s certainty of arrest To
them the possibility of damages for false
imprisonment offers no alleviation to the
terrors of arrest. That is the only class
of men who have as much heart as miece
that can be intimidated by the deputy
marshals The unanimous Democratie
outery therefore resolves itself into a con-
fession that the Demcerats hope to carry
New York by the vote which has reason
to fear arrest.

A TARDY DISCOVERY.

The shipment of 200 tons of pig iron
from New York to New England is made
by the Boston Herald, a free trade organ,
the subject of a homily on the fact that
pig iron is nearly if not quite as cheap in
this country as in England. Therefore the
Herala concludes that the duty on plg iron
1s needless.

This, with its subsequent animadver-
sions regarding the duty on iron ore, can
be left for what it is worth. The Interest-
ing point is that this free trade organ has
ata late day before election discovered
a leading case in which the tariif Is not a
tax. If the duty is unnecessary because
iron is so cheap it plainly does not impose
any tax on the consumers of pig metal by
raising the price. The fact 18 that the
cheapness of pig metal which the Horald
comments upon is an illustration of the
law of domestic competition which is the
principle at the bottom of protection.
The time was when the pig iron industry
needed protection to save it from being
wiped out by the competition of cheaper
European iron. Baut the tariff stimulated
the development of our resources until pig
iron is so cheap that the duty is no longer
atax

We doubtif the time has yet come when
ihe pig iron industry could flourish with-
out any protection at all. Bat it is true
that a large share of the duty oi86721Is
unnecessary for protective purposes. But
as by the Free Trade organ's showing it
does not increase the price of the staple,
it would be interesting to have it state the
fact plainly to its readers that when
domestlec competition brings down the
price the tariff is not a tax.

TWO OBNOXIOUS MEN,

The New York Democratic press is at
present dividing its attention between
Rev. Dr. Parkburst and John L Daven-
port. Itisa little difficuit to tell which
of these characters is most obnoxious to
our Democratic cotemporaries, but as the
attacks on both are exceedingly virulent
it is evident that they are psrsona non
grate ‘o New York Democratic opinion.

Each of these prominent gentlemen have
made persisient attacks on species of vice
which are in the pature of corner stones
to the Tammany edifice. Dr. Parkhurst
has attacked, exposed and threatened with
overthrow the tolerstion of wvice from
which the Tammany organization draws
i1s local revenue, Davenport attacks the
other Tammany method of controlling the
polis of colonized voters and repeaters.
It 18 clear that if Tammany had npeither
the disorderly resoris to assess a revenus
tariff upon, with incidental protection
to the same, mor the power to pile
up votes by Iis control of the voting
machinery, it would quickly become as
Samson shorn of his hair. It is evident
that Parkhurst and Davenport are foes of
Tammany, which may sufficiently account
for the virulence which the
Tammany organs when either of them do
anything.

Nevertheless it may be questioned
whether it is discreet for the Tammany
press of - New York to display so plainly
the animus derived from the faot that
Tammany draws its revenue from the
haunts of vice and wins its battles by
frauds on the ballot

WaeEx Tammany promises police pro-
tection to vuters who put themselves under
its care it naturally considers it unwarrant-
able interference for the United States offi-
cials t0 come In with protection for the
remnant.

AN HOUR WITH MR. STEAD.
IWRITTEN FOR THE DISPATON.]

I WENT one day in London, with some
trepidasion, to call on Mr. Stend. The call
was ons of coriosity. I wanted to have the
pleasure of sesing Mr. Stead, and shaking
hands with him, and bearing nim talk. The
trepidation was oaused by the fmot that I
had nothing in the world to say to him, not
aven the shadow of an errand, and no possi-
ble excuss thatl could think of for obsrud-
ing myself upon him. It is true, I had a
eard of introduotion from Canon Fremantie.
But even thataid not suggest any real rea-
son for inviting mysalf into Mr. Gtead's
apartments. 1 wondered if he would ask
me old St. Bernard's gquestion—Ad quid
venistit—What are you here for?

Mr. Stead’s office as editor of the Review of
Reviews and mansger-general of the uni-
verse, 18 in Norfolk street, a littie way from
the Strand. The windows look out over the
river, with the houses of Parliament and
the Arehbishop's palace at Lambeth in full
view, enabling the editor to keep hiseye
upon the headquarters of both Chureh and
State. Peter the Great had lodgings in this
neighborhood when he made his memorable
visit to England; and William Penn wasalso
onece & tenant of one of these old houses,
Here it {s that Master Penn s reported to
have contrived that ingenions peeping.
bole by the front door that he might know
who knocked. One who waited called out to
his servant to know if his master wonid not
see him. “Friend,” answered the servant,
“he hath seen thee, but he doesnot like
thee,” Probably he was a man with a book,
or with a bill. Mr, Stead is unprovided with
any such precaution. The man who wauts
to see him is the man he wants to see.

Not Difficult of Access,

IT was at the corner of this same Norfolk
strest that Bir Roger ae Coverley, when the
Mohocks chased him, got away. Mr Stead
is & good policeman in that once dangerous
thoroughfare to make war on all Mohocks
who obstruct the traffic or spoll the pleasure
and the peace of mankind in general.

Before we are falrly seated he
has begun with the “Pittsburg” written on
my card and is asking me questions, at the
rate of 204 minute, about the troubles at
Homesteaa. There was no oocaslon for dif-
filence, and no use for wondering what
would be a good topic for our conversation,
Mr, Stead took all that quite into nis own
hands.

The sanctum of the Review of Reviews, the
office of the lay parson who has taken the
whole world for his parigh, fsa good, large,
sunny room, with & big desk ortwo In it
littered with papers, with its walls lined
with well-filled pookshelves and with every
remaining nook and eranny filied up with
plotographs, chiefly of ocelebrities who
have been piotured—and perhaps pilloried—
In the Review. Omne famillar face is that of
Mr. Carnegie. Mr. Carnegie had written to
him, Mr, Stead remarked, to comaand visit
him, but he had asssured him atthe same
time that he would not talk, and Mr. Stead
has no use for men who will not talk. There
are two doors in the room, one for entrance
and one for exit. Over one is written “Un-
dertake Great Things for God,” and over

Humphrey Ward and several others, as an
“amateur Christian:” that 1s, as one who
knows something about Chriitianity, and is
very much incerested in whathe knows, bnt
does not know 1t all, Nevertheiess, with all
his departures from the orthotox theolo-
gles, Mr. Stead s that most desiratile sort of
Curistian, the man with a longing to do
good. He bas a passiouate hunger anl
thirst to make the world a better sort of a
place to live in. He is interested in every-
thing which looks in this direction. He
measures the value of anll evenss and all
policies, according as they will help or
hinder this great purpose, or uplift,'to bene-
fit, to save men from thelr sins, | of Mr.
Stead’s visitors come and go out under these
slgnificant sentences. f

The conversation began with Homestead.
State arbitration, Mr. Stead seemed to think,
s the only way out of the pressnt industrial
bog. And State arbitration is a long step
toward that State sgoecialism which
Mr. Btead would not wve sorry to
see prevall in  all Fnglish-speaking
countries, Then hespoke of the condition
of the laboring classes in England, and of
the efforts to change the conditions and
make them easier and better. Naturally,we
discussed the angencies whidh are at work in
East End of London townfd this reforma-
tion, especially Toyubee Hall and Oxford
House. Of these two notable university set-
tlements in that abode of poverty, Mr. Stead
was most enthusiaatic ahlont Oxford House.
They are religious people there, he sald,
They have been converted and they want to
convert somebody else. They are not afraid
nor ashamed to be religions., He was not so
sure of Toynbee Hall. It wasa bit too liter-
ary, secular, intelleotual, for him.

As Restiess ns an American.

AppL this time he was walking up and
down the room.

its mouth,

A letter containing some futeresting In-
formation about the expedision after it
reached Atrioa has been received from the
well known explorer Lisutenans Von Hohel,
whom Mr. Chanler seocured to accompany
him, The letter shows that the explorers
bave left nothing undone that might con-

tribute to theirs The writer says that
after three months' preparation they
wers to start up the Tana river
on Beptember 18, The three

Europeans in the party are Mr. Chanler,
Lientenant Hohel and Chanler's sarvant,
George Galwin, The force of natives nuin-
bers 178 inecloding 160 Bwahelipoters, 13
Boundanese and 6 Somali soldiers. The party

TO BOMBARD THE CLOUDS.

General Dyrenforth Starts for the Sonthwest
With a New Explosive.

Nrw York, Nov. A—General B. G. Dyren-
forth, special agent of the Department of
Agriculture, started for the Southwest ves-
terday afternoon, on his second ralnmaking
expedition. The coming operation, General
Dyrenforth said, will bs conducted mainly
with rosellite, # new expiosiva invented by
Dr. Rosell, which ean be easily made from
nitrates, chlorates and asphalc ofl. Besides
tne materials for muking rosselite the expe-
dition will earry a quantity of oompressed
oxygen in oylinders and apparatus for genar-
ating oxygen and hydrogen gas to be used
in inflating bulloons,

dition General Dyrenforth said: “It has
been proved, 1 think tothe satisfaetion of
most people, thut where heavy clouds are
present, which, If left undisturbed, would
pass away without rainfall, ecocussion will
cuuse axglomeration and precipitation in
the form of ruin. It hasalso been shown, I
believe, to the satisiaction of those who
were really present at an aotual rainfall op-
eration, that moisture laden alir carrents
can be brought from a distance to the lo-

light," No detail is glven as to how any of
these improvements ure to be carried out
Before any intellizent person can vote on
the proposition, this inlormation shounld be
furnished. Asnun example, we should know
how the water supply isto be made better.
Is it by a system of fiitera? If so, where are
they to be placed, and what will be the cost,
and by what autbority is the estimate made,
and is the suthority fully competent to
make such an estimate? And, again, what
evidence have we that the fliter svstem will
do the work required? 1f an extension of
the influent pipe llgmp«ad.uuw far is it to
be extended—to Willow Grove, Six-Mile or
Nine-Miie Island? What estimate has been
made of this,and who made the estimate?
Are they competent to make such an estl-
mate, and whit evidence have we that shis
plan is tbe correct one?

The construction of water works i3 a
branch of mechanieal engineering that is
well understood, and thers should be no
trouble nbout gesting the information de-
sired. It is doubsiul, however, if such ia-
formation can be secured, except frowm com-
petent engineers who wmake a specinlty of
the worm. At all events, it is only proper
that this information and & proper piun of
the work intended should huve Dean sub-
mitted tothe citizens, and tone ig iasur-
prising that )Ia?-ur Kennedy woula submit
fuch & proposition ns we now have bafore
us without any plan or information, exoept
that the money will be expended.

This same inquiry will apply to all the
other items of tua p::‘poaad expenditure,
end until this 15 supplied it shouid not, xs a
business measure, be entertained, The
present Council may %Ye honest.
